The 
author of the article did not really believe 
the stories that he heard about these 
goats until he went to see them for 
himself ; and he has obligingly furnished 
photographs of what he saw. The animals 
were grazingly peacefully in a_ small 
paddock, when a man who had hidden 
near at hand suddenly jumped up from 
the shelter of a bush and shouted lustily. 
Immediately the goats fell upon their 
sides, unconscious, their legs pointing 
straight out from their bodies, as though 
stiffened in death. After a little while 
they revived, but their legs were quite 
stiff for some time, and they found it 
difficult to walk.

The result, in view of the 
state of horticulture at the time, was 
sufficiently remarkable. 


Ghe French Variety. 


In France the cultivation of asparagus 
has arrived at great perfection. Some 
kinds of French varieties within. the 
present decade have reached an abnormal 
size, and it is not uncommon for every 
head to be half an inch in diameter and to 
weigh a pound, or even more. This 
“ giant ” production is, however, greatly 
in flavour to the old-fashioned 
and less bulky kind. As regards 
asparagus, the march of progress seems 
to have consisted in producing a very 
large stick, which looks well in the shop 
windows, but has little e .e to recommend 
it.

THE THEATRE AND 
THE “TALKIES.” 


A PRODUCER’S VIEWS.

The view that the demand for “talkies,” 
which arose trom the fact that the com- 
mercial theatres failed to give the best in 


drama, would disappear within the next 
twenty years because they gave to the publi- 
not the best shows, but merely what tha 
producers thought the public wanted, was 
expressed by Mr. Hilton Edwards, of the 
Gate Theatre, in a “talk” to the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday on “The Theatre 
and the ‘Jalkies.”’ 

Mr. Edwards said that one of the objects 
of his address was to bridge the deep sea 
of misunderstanding that existed between 
aftists and business men. Artists, he said, 
usually laughed at business men as 
Philistines who had no understanding but 
with what was concerned with hard cash, 
while the business men despised artists as a 
set of clever, unscrupulous and high-falutin 
people, who were so unbusiness-like as to be 
usually insolvent, and, therefore, inferior to 
good business men. 


* HIGH-BROW ” CHARGE. 

Although the work of the actor was 
primarily artistic, running a theatre was 
primarily a business concern. A theatre ol 
the Gate type, which attempted to preserve 
certain standard of work, was accused, on 
the one hand, of being vaguely high-brow— 
that. was to say, of trying to be clever, of 
posing, and of doing insincere work—or, on 
the other hand, of being too artistic to give 
people what they wanted. 

In his own opinion, the work which he 
represented required no defence on the 
artistic ground, but because he did not 
expect people who were not artistic to accent 
this as anything more than an airogant 
assertion, he tried to defend it on purely 
business grounds. One or two spasmod c 
attempts might well earn a group of people's 
condemnation, but when it was considered 
that in a theatre such as the Gate—and it 
was one of many-—-it meant four times the 
work at one-eighth of the pay, with ten 
times the struggle against the prejudice of 
the general public than a light job in other 
kinds of ete. It was only sound 
common-sense to credit workers in such a 
theatre with complete sincerity, and, thers 
fore, the charge of ‘‘high-brow’’ must be 
dismissed. 


DECLINE OF THE THEATRE. 

Continuing, Mr. Edwards said that the 
commercial theatre had only itself to blame 
fer its present rotten state. It had fallen 
into the hands of bad business men—people 
who had chosen the middle of three courses, 
that of selling the easiest form of goods to 
manufacture at the cheapest rate. _ 

Within our own lifetime, said Mr. 
Edwards, we had seen how the commercial 
theatre, having given what it thought the 
public en | become bankrupt. The 
‘talkies,”’ he predicted, would eventually be 
faced with the same problem that the 
theatres had to face, and would disappear 
within the next twenty years, because they 
would not learn the lesson from the theatres, 
and because they were giving to the public 
not the best shows, but what they thought 
the public wanted. . 

He was convinced, however, that the time 
would come when the theatre would be again 
a sound financial concern. 

Mr.. F. H. O'Donnell, moving a vote of 
thanks, described Mr. Edwards as one of 
the very best producers and one of the finest 
actors that we had in this country, as well 
as a good business manager. The Gate 
Theatre, he said, was a eat national 
asset, as also was the Abbey Theatre. h

THE INTERNATIONAL 
STRING QUARTET. 


One of the works played at Ballsbridge 
yesterday by the International String Quartet 
was a Quartet in A, by E. J. Moeran. Hav- 
ing heard of this composer previously as a 
mémber of a London group, i was surprised 
when M. Andre Mangeot, the leader of the 
International Quartet, spoke of Mr. Moeran 
as an Irishman. From a reference book it 
tiay be ascertained that Mr. Moeran was 
born near London, went to school at Upping- 
ham, and continued his career in London. ft 
may also be read that he is of Irish extrac- 
tion. Since M. Mangeot, who knows him, 
speaks of him as an Irishman. we mav con- 
clude that Mr. Moeran maintains among the 
Saxons a pride in his distinctive origin. The 
influence of an Irish home must count for 
more in such a matter than place of birth 
and residence, 

Let then, recognise Mr. Moeran as 
Irish, and regret, with M. Mangeot, that the 
composer was prevented by sudden and 
severe illness from being present yesterday 
to hear the first performance of his quartet 
in Treland 

As to the music of his Quartet in A, it 
was very skilful and beautiful. It must be 
difficult even now, and a few vears ago it 
must have been almost impossible, for a young 
composer to write a string quartet that 
would not be in the Shéan, SÁ el line. Mr. 
Moeran used the resources ef expression de- 
veloped by Debussy and Ravel, and he could 
hardly avoid the fault of showing in his music 
too thorough a submission to their influence. 
Still, there are signs of individual thought. 
and a composer who had such a mastery of 
technique in this work was certainly on ‘the 
point of expressing his own thoughts in his 
own way. All who heard the quartet yester- 
day will take keen interest in Mr. Moeran’s 
further composition. 

The International String Quartet included 
in the afternoon programme the Haydn’s 
““ Sunrise ” quartet, so called from the grace- 
ful ascending melody that occurs in the open- 
ing bars. In the evening the Ravel quartet 
was Played. ‘The performance ought to 
have been good, since M. Mangeot is a friend 
of Ravel, and went through the music with 
the ‘composer. In any case, the players 
proved themselves capable, without such 
special guidance, of giving a convincing per- 
formance. The International ranks as one of 
the finest quartets of the day.

“The Star Witness,’ which is at 
the Savoy Cinema, Dublin, this week, proves 
that gangster stories may still be attractive 
provided they are presented from a new angle 
and acted with something approaching genius.

as the story permits, and the story itself is 
presented from the viewpoint of the citizen 
rather than from that of the-gangster. 

So far is it from glorifying the gangs or 
their criminal members that its appeal 1s 
made to the citizen to do his duty for the 
preservation of those liberties for which 
generations of Americans lived and suffered 
or fought and died. 

It may be that “The Star Witness”’ can 
so affect public opinion that gang intimida- 
tion may be stopped. 


MURDER IN THE OPEN. 

“The Star Witness’? is the vivid pre- 
sentation of the perils of a family whose 
members have chanced to witness a calculated 
and horrible murder by a gang. The family 
was seated at supper when the rattle of re- 
volvers and machine guns shattered its calm. 
With the exception of the elder daughter, who 
had gone to the larder, every one of its mem- 
bers saw the murder and identified the man 
who fired the fatal shots. 

With police cars hot on their heels, the 
murderers entered the house, held up the 
various members of the family, and warned 
them to keep quiet. This time even the 
elder daughter saw the man quite plainly. 
This family, named Leeds, is of typical 
American ancestry; one of its older members 
had fought ‘‘to keep the flag flying at Bull 
Run,” and its head occupied a responsible 
position in a leading commercial house. 

They all desired to rid their city of those 
elements, mainly non-American, which made 
the gangs, pa they willingly gave the 
District-Attorney all the information they had. 
They each and all identified the murderer; 
and then their troubles began. 

No sooner had Mr. Leeds given his testi- 
mony than he was kidnapped by the gang, 
and, after he had refused to accept a large 
sum of money for his silence, he was merci- 
lessly beaten, and rescued only in time to 
save his life. Then the entire family had to 
remain indoors under police guard, and the 
strain frayed tempers and nerves. 

Attracted by the baseball game for his 
school, one of the younger , a Donny, 
eluded his guard, and was immediately taken 
by the gang. ‘*‘ Grandpa,’’ on leave from the 
Soldiers Home, also escaped the vigilance of 
the police and set out to find the boy. Acci- 
dent assisted him in his search, as the boy 
in demonstrating how a ball should be spun 
in baseball pitching shot it through a 
window and attracted attention to his place 
of incarceration. The police had searclied 
the entire neighbourhod without fiuding thei: 
men. Many times they had been close to 
making captures, but the organisatiow of the 
gang was so complete that warning was 
always given in time for the gang to scatter. 

In the end it was the veteran of Bull Run 
who effected the rescue and the conviction of 
the gang leader. 

“ We fought,’’ he said to his grandson, 
“‘to place the flag at the mast-head, to make 
this country a piace fit to live in; but so 
long as tereign gunmen can go unafraid this 
country is for them, not for us.” 


THE “ STAR ” WITNESS, 

Grandpa is the “star” witness. He is 
the only member of the family who has not 
been intimidated into a denial of his first 
statement. He is prepared to face death once 
more so that his country may be saved from 
a greater foe than the Confederates; and it 
is he whe ultimately secures the conviction. 

It is “‘ Grandpa,’ too, who secures the act- 
ing honours of the film. although he has to 
act beside Walter Huston as the District- 
Attorney. Charles (Chic) Sale as “ Grandpa’”’ 
takes the story into his own hands and 
carries it to a triamphant end. It is a magni- 
ficent piece of screen acting by one who 
should go very far in the future. Walter 
Huston is excellent, as always, but just a 
little too close to “ the criminal code.”’ 

‘The Star Witness*’ is stark drama of 
real human beings, supremely well acted and 
exveilently directed. It has its horiors and its 
thrills, but it is so cleverly blended with 
humour that it is far from sordid. Its child 
actors are so good that they alone would 
make the film worth seeing; but for every- 
thing about it “ The Star Witness ”’ 
to see.

Drawing in the Schools. 
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From Ovur SpectaL CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


HE position of the owners of orchards, 
under the Marketing of Fruit Act, 
which was passed in the spring of the 
vear, will be reviewed in the Northern 
House of Commons to-morrow, on a motion 
tabled by the Nationalist member for 
South Fermanagh. It will be recalled that 
the measure was opposed by members on 
both sides of the House, a petition signed 
by over fifteen hundred apple-growers 
being presented by a prominent Unionist. 
The Act came into operation in Novem- 
ber, but it has not worked smoothly. 
When departmental officials went to meet- 
ings in the country to explain its pro- 
visions there was trouble, and in one in- 
stance the police had to be summoned to 
restore order. Unfortunately, this season 
has not been favourable for apple-grow- 
ing, with the result that an abnormally 
large proportion of apples has been 
cracked and otherwise blemished, and it 
has been found impossible to export the 
fruit under any of the three grades fixed 
by the authorities. 

To meet this development, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has added another 
grade, the consignments to be labelled 
‘‘ Imperfect ’’’ This has created further 
uproar, and the Ulster Fruit Growers’ 
Defence Association, and independent 
gatherings of growers, demand either 
amendment, or the holding of the Act in 
abeyance for a number of years. The 
only alternative, they declare, is to 
‘“ stub ” their trees, and go out of busi- 
ness. These matters will be brought 


before the House of Commons to-morrow. ° 


TRICOLOUR IN DFRRY. 


A pleasant incident, significant of the 
trend of public opinion, occurred. at Lon- 
(londerry during the week-end. The Derry 
Constabulary organised a dance, which 
was held in the Guildhall_—just under the 
shadow of the famous Walls—and to this 
happy functipg came six hundred guests, 
drawn from various parts of the Six 
Counties and Southern Ireland. In 
honour of the visitors from south of the 
border the British and Free State colours 
were interwined in an elaborate decora. 
tive scheme, a compliment which was 
much appreciated by the guests from the 
Sonth.

TOY TARIFFS. 


The measures taken by the British 
Government to safeguard agriculture have 
brought little joy to Ulster farmers. To 
them the wheat quota means nothing, as 
they do not grow wheat; they are con- 
cerned chiefly with potatoes, oats, pork, 
hutter, bacon, eggs and other products of 
the farm and dairy. Agriculture is the 
basic industry of Northern Ireland, with 


its tens of thousands of farms, large and | 


small, and import duties on asparagus, 
lettuce, cauliflowers, peas and so forth pro- 
voke a smile. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott, the Unionist mem- 
ber for South Tyrone, has no illusions on 
this subject. He told a gathering of 
Armagh farmers the other day that ail 
that had been done up to the present was 
to dangle toy tariffs before the eyes of 
agriculturists, and, he added, that unfor- 
tunately the Northern Parliament is not 
allowed to deal with fiscal affairs. In 
Mr. Flliott’s opinion the Imperial Govern- 
ment should tackle the question of Russian 
oats, German oats and potatoes, Danish 
bacon and butter, and Chinese eggs. 

These commodities, if placed under a 
stiff tariff, would assist the Irish farmer,

and that is the policy advocated by the 
leaders of the farming community; but it 
is doubtful whether their voice will he 
heard in England. The taxing of essen- 
tial foodstuffs is the bogey of the British 
working classes.

accompaniment supplied a colourful back- 
ground.

ART IN THE 
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SCHOOLS, 


A movement to foster artistic ideals in 
children attending Northern Ireland 
schools is meeting with gratifying success. 
The old system of copying diagrams, floral 
forms and geometrical drawings, together 
with other such lifeless outlines, is giving 
way to methods which encourage 
originality and imagination in the 
pupils, and thus develop latent talent. 
This new and striking way of teaching 
drawing owes its inception to Mr. John 
F. Hunter, Art Inspector of the Ministry 
of Education, and its pleasant results 
mav he seen in an exhibition of the 
students’ work which has just been opened 
at the Municipal Art Galleries, Stran- 
millis. 

The displav is notable for the originality 
of many of the exhibits. In the class for 
imaginative work there are clever sketches, 
demonstrating games and incidents of 
school life, while the younger pupils have 
sought their inspiration in fairy tales. 
There are also many water _olour drawings 
in which there is a feeling for perspective 
and tints allied to nature. With pencil, 
crayon and paints these vouthtul scholars 
have entered a new w “dd in which the 
imagination is stirred and a vision given 
of the beautiful. 

In some of our schools ani academies 
of the North, pottery is -lso taught, and 
some specimens of this work. which 
have been exhibited from time to time.

POSTING ARRANGEMENTS. 


Arrangements for coping with the greaily 
increased volume of traffic which is expected 
during the coming Christmas season have been 
completed by the Free State Post Office. 

In Dublin about nine hundred temporary} 
workers have been recruited through the Em- 
ployment Exchange to assist the postal staff. 

The Post Uffice aims at eflecting a compiete 
delivery of all correspondence by Christmas 
morning, and, with that object, the usual 
appeals to the public to post early have been 
made by means of special notices. Experience 
in past years has shown, however, that tne 
appeal is not responded to as fully as might 
be the case. Delayed postings constitute a 
substantial obstacle to the arrangements of 
the Post Office, and jeopardise seriously the 
prospect of ensuring that everything is de- 
livered by Christmas morning. — 

The co-operation of the public in the matter 
is. therefore, invited. This can best be given 
by posting well in advance of the festival. 
‘lo ensure delivéry by Christmas Day letters 
and parcels (except parcels for Great Britain) 
should be posted not later than Tuesday. 22nd 
December.

The Post Office desires to urge that. in order 
to avoid risk of delay or loss, parcels should 
be carefully packed and addressed. If a tre 
on label is used, the address should also ap 

ear on the wrapper of the parcel or on a

regulations regarding Customs 
should be fully observed.
